History  constantly  repeats  itself.”  The 
trntli  of  thiB  common  saying  we  have  frequent 
occasion  to  observe  in  the  succession  of  polit¬ 
ical  and  of  military  events.  The  stirring 
scenes  of  our  day  suggest  many  comparisons 
with  those  of  other  times  and  other  nations. 
Since  this  war  began,  we  have  found  our 
historical  reading  full  of  instruction.  Great 
events,  which  happened  long  ago,  and  which 
we  read  of  with  the  interest  ulways  excited  by 
ndden  revolutions  in  human  affairs,  but 
the  like  of  which  we  never  expected  to  wit¬ 
ness,  now  come  before  ns  with  fresh  interest 
as  the  types  of  what  is  passing  in  our  own 
country.  There  have  been  many  things 
within  the  last  four  years  which  recalled 
important  crises  in  English  and  French  his¬ 
tory,  and  in  that  of  the  Dutch  Republic, 
when  the  Hollanders,  with  stout  hearts  and 
strong  arms,  fought  out  the  battle  of  Free¬ 
dom. 

To  those  who  make  a  study  of  military 
history,  the  present  aspect  of  the  war  recalls 
in  many  points  the  two  last  campaigns  of 
Napoleon — those  of  1814  and  1815.  As  the 
armies  of  the  Union  begin  to  dose  in  on  all 
sides  around  the  stronghold  of  the  Rebellion, 
we  are  reminded  of  the  advance  of  the  Allies 
into  France  in  1814.  Then  the  Great  Cap¬ 
tain  found  that  at  last  the  lion  was  sur¬ 
rounded  by  the  hunters,  and  with  desperate 
bounds  he  endeavored  to  escape.  By  calling 
to  his  aid  every  garrison  and  detachment 
that  could  be  spared,  he  mustered  an  army 
that  was  still  formidable,  and  then  moving 
vrith  marvellous  rapidity,  he  struck  on  every 
side.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  military 
critics,  that  he  never  displayed  such  genin^ 
in  war.  He  put  forth  a  superhuman  energy. 
Dashing  here  and  there,  now  to  the  right, 
now  to  the  left— *0  d'.y  appearing  in  the 
front,  and  to-morrow  in  the  rear,  he  beat 
badL  his  enemies  on  every  side.  Fet  in  spiie 
t/  aii  he  failed.  The  odds  of  numbers  were 
too  great  Even  victories  could  not  save 
him,  for  every  battle  made  him  weaker, 
while  his  enemies  still  came  on  in  over¬ 
whelming  hosts,  and  he  was  steadily  pressed 
back,  until  the  Allies  entered  Paris,  and  he  I 
abdicated  his  crown. 

The  position  in  which  Gen.  Lee  stands  to-day 
is  precisely  like  that  of  Napoleon  in  1814,  aftei 
the  Allies  had  crossed  the  frontiers.  Now 
as  then  enemies  are  advancing  from  every 
quarter.  The  army  of  General  Sherman, 
vriiich  has  marched  from  the  Ohio  to  the 
Missirappi,  and  from  the  Mississippi  to  the 
AUantio,  and  is  now  moving  North  with  ir¬ 
resistible  force,  is  not  unworthy  to  be  com¬ 
pared  with  the  hosts  which  in  1814  came  from 
the  forests  of  Germany  and  from  the  snows 
of  Russia,  to  unite  upon  the  soil  of  France 
Now,  as  then,  there  is  but  one  policy  which 
can  possibly  defeat  such  a  combination.  It 
is  expressed  in  one  word,  ooncentraiion — to 
call  in  all  detachments,  and  unite  the  whole 
military  strength  of  the  Confederacy.  For 
the  last  three  months  we  have  seen  this 
p(dioy  pursued — Savannah,  Charleston,  and 
Wilmington  have  been  given  up  without  a 
siege,  that  their  garrisons  might  be  added 
to  the  armies  in  the  field.  By  this  means 
Lee  hopes  to  accumulate  in  Virginia  one 
Grand  Army,  and  there  to  retrieve  the  for¬ 
tunes  of  the  Confederacy  in  one  last  tremend¬ 
ous  battle. 

It  is  a  desperate  game.  But  what  are  the 
chances  of  success  ?  It  is  not  because  we 
desire  his  overthrow,  but  looking  at  it  purely 
in  a  military  point  of  view,  we  think  the 
chances  against  success  are  a  hundred  to 
one. 

In  the  first  place,  Lee  is  not  a  Napoleon. 
We  are  willing  to  concede  that  his  military 
abilities  are  of  a  high  order  ;  yet  it  must  be 
that  his  fighting  has  been  done  chiefly 
behind  fortifications.  Whatmilitary  skill  was 
required  to  defend  the  breastworks  at 
Fredericksburg  against  an  army  advanc¬ 
ing  up  the  heights,  with  their  bared  breasts 
exposed  to  a  murderous  fire  ?  When  Lee  has 
fought  in  the  open  field,  as  at  Antietam  and 
Gettysburg,  be  has  been  defeated. 

At  the  other  hand,  we  think  it  is  not 
boasting,  to  say  that  our  leaders  are  better 
than  those  who  fought  against  Napoleon. 
The  only  real  military  genius  on  that  side 
was  Wellington,  and  he  was  never  pitted 
against  Napoleon  but  once,  and  that  was  a 
year  later,  at  Waterloo. 

We  do  not  pretend  to  any  military  know¬ 
ledge  whatever,  yet  according  to  our  poor 
rsading  of  history,  that  long  succession  of 
wan  against  Nfqraleon — lasting  for  twen'y 
years— produced  no  leader,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  Wellington,  more  able  than  Grant  or 
Sherman.  But  however  they  compare  with  ^ 
foimgn  captains,  they  are  at  least  the  equals 
of  those  to  whom  they  are  opposed— John¬ 
ston  and  Lee.  We  have  therefore  the  doable 
advantage  of  able  leaders  and  of  overwhelm¬ 
ing  nnmbera.  Can  the  result  be  doubtful  ? 
We  may  carry  the  comparison  to  Napoleon’s 
last  campaign.  The  same  strategy  he  attempt¬ 
ed  once  more  in  1815.  When  he  returned  from 
Elba  he  found  all  Europe  against  him.  The 
allied  armies  had  been  withdrawn  from 
France,  but  they  were  ready  for  a  second  in¬ 
vasion.  It  was  his  policy  not  to  await  them, 
bat  to  stiike  the  first  blow.  The  odds  of 
numbers  were  egainst  him,  but  he  aimed  to 
make  up  for  tlis  by  the  vigor  and  rapidity 
off  his  movtm  nta,  So  he  had  often  done  in 
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his  eariy  campaigns  in  Italy,  and  he  now 
hoped  to  repeat  those  tactics  with  the  same 
brilliant  success.  Moving  by  rapid  marches 
into  Belgium,  he  threw  himself  boldly  be¬ 
tween  the  English  and  Prussian  armies,  in¬ 
tending  to  destroy  the  one  before  the  other 
could  come  up.  But  he  did  not  calculate  on 
the  obstinacy  of  the  English,  nor  on  the 
pushing  ahead  of  that  old  bnll-dog  Field- 
Marshal  Blucher.  He  attacked  at  noon  on 
the  18th  of  Jane  with  the  utmost  impetuos¬ 
ity.  But  instead  of  sweeping  all  before  him 
at  the  first  onset,  the  stubborn  Britons  held 
him  back  hour  after  hour  till,  toward  the 
close  of  that  long  Summer  afternoon,  the 
Prussians  began  to  appear  on  the  field,  and 
all  was  losL 

There  has  been  great  apprehension  that 
Gen.  Lee  would  attempt  a  similar  movement, 
with  perhaps  a  different  result— that  sudden¬ 
ly  evacuating  Petersburg  and  Richmond,  he 
would  throw  himself  with  crushing  force 
upon  Sherman,  and  after  destroying  him, 
would  then  turn  and  annihilate  Grant ! 
This,  no  doubt,  is  the  brilliant  programme 
of  the  Richmond  Editors.  It  reads  very 
well  on  paper,  bat  it  is  easier  said  than  done. 
Lee  is  not  free,  as  Napoleon  was,  to  move 
where  he  wilL  He  is  shut  up  in  a  fortified 
city.  He  cannot  stir  without  being  observed 
and  attacked.  He  must  then  fight  a  battle 
in  the  worst  of  all  positions — when  in  re¬ 
treat  Probably  the'army  of  Grant  alone  is 
more  than  a  match  for  him,  and  if  he  could 
come  up  with  Sherman  he  might  find  him, 
too,  not  easily  “  destroyed.”  On  the  whole 
we  feel  little  apprehension  that  Gen.  Lee 
will  succeed  where  the  great  Napoleon 
failed. 

Unless,  then,  all  signs  fail,  we  are  drawing 
nigh  to  the  end  of  the  war.  Unless  Divine 
Providence  interpose  for  the  deliverance  of 
the  South,  it  wonld  seem  that  the  issue  can¬ 
not  be  long  delayed.  Our  chief  danger  now  is 
from  too  great  confidence.  Let  ns  not  relax 
our  vigilance.  Let  the  armies  be  kept  fall, 
and  every  needed  reinforcement  and  supply 
be  pushed  forward  to  our  brave  soldiers  in 
the  field,  and  soon  oar  long  struggle  will 
end  in  victory. 


EDWARDS  AMONG  THE  HEGELIANS. 

The  extreme  Hegelians  of  the  left  side 
have  a  Philosophical  Society  at  Berlin,  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  Prof.  0.  L.  Michelet,  the  well 
known  author  of  the  HisUiry  of  Uw  Later 
German  Philosophy,  and  other  works  writ¬ 
ten  in  the  interest  of  the  most  pronounced 
pantheism.  This  Society  has  published  since 
1860  a  thin  quarterly  magazine,  called  Der 
Qedarke  ( The  Thought),  devoted  to  essays, 
criticism  and  discussion,  forming  altogether 
a  more  lively  miscellany  than  is  usually  look¬ 
ed  for  from  metaphysicians.  In  this  peri¬ 
odical  are  reported  from  time  to  time  the 
discussions  of  the  Philosophical  Society. 
The  last  number  for  1864  contains,  among 
other  articles,  an  analysis  of  the  volumes  of 
Dr.  Tappan,  late  President  of  the  University 
of  Michigan,  upon  Edwards  on  the  Will, 
with  a  report  of  the  subsequent  discossion, 
at  which  Dr.  Tappan  was  present  The 
whole  is  intereeting  as  showing  how  Edwards 
and  his  doctrine  of  the  will  are  received  by 
those  subtle  philosophers  who  claim  to  un¬ 
derstand  all  the  mysteries  of  thought  and 
being. 

The  analysis  of  Tappan’s  work,  prepared 
by  himself  and  translated  by  Professor 
Marcker,  occupies  some  fourteen  pages.  It 
gives  in  a  clear  apd  concise  summary  the 
substance  of  his  three  volumes  on  the  sub¬ 
ject — a  statement  of  Edwards’s  theory, 
(which  the  followers  of  Edwards  would  hard¬ 
ly  accept,)  the  objections  to  it,  and  Dr. 
Tappan’s  counter  theory  of  the  will,  as  an 
absolnte,  causal  power,  determined  by  noth¬ 
ing  but  itselL 

In  the  discussion  that  followed,  Dr,  Tap- 
pan  said  in  substance  that  Edwards’s  aim 
was  to  reconcile  the  responsibility  of  man 
with  the  divine  predestination ;  and  that 
his  reputation  was  so  high,  both  as  a  meta¬ 
physician  and  a  saint,  that  it  was  impossible 
here  to  discuss  any  of  these  deep  points 
without  reference  to  his  views.  Also  that 
in  this  country  French  and  German  specu¬ 
lation  were  increasingly  studied.  He  refer¬ 
red  the  Society  to  his  work  on  Logic,  as 
containing  further  expositions  of  his  views, 
and  said  that  he  had  nearly  completed  another 
work  on  the  Fundamental  Principles  of  Phi¬ 
losophy. 

Prof.  Michelet  then  took  up  the  word  and 
gave  his  definition  or  notion  of  the  Will,  in 
a  sense  much  more  akin  to  the  views  of 
Edwards  than  to  those  of  Tappan.  “Will 
is  always  particular,  deciding  about  some¬ 
thing  speciaL”  There  is  will  in  all  our  acts, 
even  in  thought  and  perception.  Man  can¬ 
not  not  will  The  intelligence  is  fast  bound 
to  will.  Man  is  truly  free  when  he  can  will 
what  he  tiiinks.  The  freedom  of  the  will  is 
a  growth,  a  product ;  it  increases  with  the 
progress  of  intelligence.  The  truly  free  man 
is  he  who  wills  in  accordance  with  truth, 
with  reason.  Professor  Strassman  objected 
that  the  will  could  not  be  free  if  it  was  thus 
dependent  on  intelligenoa  Another  speaker, 
Jocrissen,  ascribed  to  the  doctrine  of  the 
freedom  of  the  will  all  the  evils  of  modem 
society,  and  rejoiced  that  the  naturalists  were 
making  such  strong  opposition  to  this  per- 
nieious  error.  Individual  freedom  must  be 
merged  in  the  general  good.  Prof.  Michelet 
then  resumed  his  remarks,  and  expanded  at 
some  length  the  three  different  theories 
about  freedom.  That  of  Edwards,  he  said, 
was  the  same  with  Spinoza,  which  was  also 
advocated,  under  the  name  of  determinism, 
by  the  Wolfian  philosophy  of  the  18th  oen- 
toiy,  and  the  materiAlijita  of  the  present  cen- 
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tury  stand  on  the  same  general  ground. 
Yet  Edwards  also  stood  by  his  distinctions 
(about  ability,  etc.,)  to  rescue  the  doctrine  of 
freedom.  Dr.  Tappan  tries  to  prove  free¬ 
dom  on  the  basis  of  a  belief  in  God ;  “  but 
the  assumption  that  there  is  a  God  beyond 
and  above  the  world  makes  all  freedom  illu- 
sionary  and  impossible.  ”  “  When  he  views 
God  as  the  only  causality  of  the  universe, 
he  falls  back  into  the  Calvinistic  fatalism  of 
Edwards,  which  he  is  trying  to  avoid.  ”  “  The 
only  way  of  saving  human  freedom  is  to 
take  the  ground  that  man’s  own  nature  is  an 
absolute  causality.”  Whoever  gives  himself 
up  to  passion  and  caprice  is  unfree  and  a 
mere  sport  of  external  powers. 

In  these  and  kindred  criticisms,  Herr 
Michelet  and  the  Berlin  philosophers  may 
have  made  a  great  advance  on  Edwards,  and 
got  a  much  more  satisfactory  idea  of  free¬ 
dom  ;  but  we  confess  that  We  should  like  to 
be  still  further  enlightened. 


OUR  RECORD  OF  REVIVALS. 

When  The  Evangelist  was  established 
thirty-five  years  ago,  it  was  preeminently  a 
Journal  of  Revivals.  Indeed  it  was  born  in 
the  great  religious  excitement  which  at  that 
time  prevailed  throughout  the  country,  and 
a  large  portion  of  its  space  was  given  to 
the  record  of  those  glorious  outpourings  of 
the  Spirit  That  character  it  has  always 
aimed  to  preserve,  though  the  number  of 
such  scenes  has  been  much  less  in  some 
years  than  in  others.  But  of  late  they  seem 
again  on  the  increase.  This  week,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  four  or  five  oolumns  of  our  paper  are 
taken  up  with  these  narratives.  The  reader 
will  find  them,  not  only  on  the  4th  page,  but 
on  the  2d  and  6th.  How  cheering  are  these 
tidings  I  What  a  stimolus  to  faith  and  to 
prayer.  Perhaps  these  are  the  prelude  to  a 
mighty  Revival  of  Religion,  which  is  to  pre¬ 
vail  all  over  our  country.  Many  wise  obser¬ 
vers  of  Providence  have  believed  that  the 
close  of  this  war  would  be  marked  by  a  great 
and  general  outpouring  from  on  high. 
Would  to  God  it  might  prove  so  ;  that  the 
windows  of  heaven  might  be  opened,  and 
the  descending  flood  sweep  a^ay  all  the 
bad  passions  of  this  war,  and  unite  all 
hearts  once  more  in  peace  and  brotherhood. 
At  present  the  signs  look  favorable.  There 
is  a  sound  in  the  heavens  of  abundance  of  rain. 


CHRISTIAN  WORK  IN  THE  ARMY. 

We  have  been  greatly  interested  in  read 
ing  a  report  of  the  labors  of  Rev.  Mr.  Peame, 
of  Oregon,  who  has  recently  been  acting  as 
an  agent  of  the  Christian  Commission,  in  the 
army  of  the  Potomac.  It  shows  a  record  of 
faithfol,  personal  labor  for  the  good  of  both 
the  bodies  and  souls  of  our  brave  defenders, 
and  that  God  has  richly  blessed  the  efforts 
pat  forth  by  the  delegates  of  the  Commis 
sion.  The  following  extracts  show  that 
many  conversions  of  soldiers  are  constantly 
taking  place  : 

Distributing  tracts,  newspapers  and  lit¬ 
tle  comforts  among  the  soldiers  in  camp  and 
a'ongthe  lines  has  been  an  arduous  but  de¬ 
lightful  employment.  The  men  are  accessible 
and  thankful  Beveral  instances  of  conver¬ 
sion  have  resulted  from  such  effort. 

In  the  hospitals  as  many  as  fifteen  or 
twenty  have  professed  religion  under  my  ob¬ 
servation,  some  of  whom  have  since  died  in 
the  faith  and  triumph  of  Christianity.  1 
generally  found  the  writing  of  letters  for  the 
invalids  to  be  the  most  available  avenue  to 
their  hearts.  One  young  soldier  wished  me 
to  write  for  him  to  his  mother.  He  was 
suffering  from  chronic  diarrboQa.  He  had 
not  been  religiously  trained,  and  was 
thoughtless  and  profane  ;  so  much  so  that 
he  was  reproved  for  it  by  one  of  the  nurses. 

1  ini-trncted  him,  prayed  with  him,  and  di¬ 
rected  him  to  the  Saviour.  At  first  he  was 
averse  to  talking  on  the  subject  After  awhile 
he  listened.  In  a  few  days  he  prayed,  and 
after  about  two  weeks  from  the  time  I  first 
saw  him  he  died.  Only  ten  minutes  before 
he  expired,  he  assured  me  he  felt  prepared 
and  happy  to  go  to  his  heavenly  homa 

In  the  preaching  and  prayer  meeting 
which  I  attended,  the  Spirit  of  God  prevail¬ 
ed  in  great  power.  Whenever  I  made  a  call 
for  seeKers  of  religion  to  rise  for  prayers, 
from  five  to  twenty  would  respond.  I  never 
called  for  them  in  vain.  I  have  seen  at  dif¬ 
ferent  times  more  than  three  hundred  thus 
rise  for  prayers,  and  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  hearing  hundreds  bear  testimony  to  their 
conversion  during  the  time  of  my  labors 
among  them.  At  Henry,  Bimey,  Point  of 
Rocks,  Jones’  Landing,  and  City  Point 
stations,  I  have  witnessed  revival  scenes  of 
deep  and  memorable  interest. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  preach  among 
the  colored  soldiers  in  the  25th  corps,  and 
also  to  attend  their  schools,  taught  by  our 
delegates.  There  are  some  twelve  or  four¬ 
teen  of  them  in  the  two  armies  before  Rich¬ 
mond,  with  an  average  attendance  of  forty 
or  fifty.  The  negroes  are  eager  to  learn, 
and  they  m^e  good  proficiency.  At  the 
colored  soldiers’  meetings  the  men  speak 
with  great  readiness,  and  some  of  with 
much  appropriateness  and  force. 

The  chapel  tents  are  a  crowning  feature  of 
the  Christian  Commission.  At  that  of  the 
regiment  of  Chaplain  Laine,  of  the  193d 
Pennsylvania  volunteers,  some  ninety  sol¬ 
diers  profess  to  have  found  the  Saviour. 
At  that  of  the  206th  Pennsylvania  volun¬ 
teers,  seventy-five  professed  conversions  are 
reported,  all  of  them,  in  both  regiments, 
within  five  or  six  weeks.  It  was  my  privi¬ 
lege  to  dedicate  three  of  theae  chapel  tents 
during  my  term  of  service  for  the  Commis¬ 
sion.  A  Colonel  said  to  me  that  he  regarded 
them  as  doing  more  good  than  all  its  other 
appliances. 

In  closing  this  report,  which,  though  long, 
is  quite  too  short  even  to  give  an  outline  of 
the  Christian  Commission’s  operations  fall¬ 
ing  under  my  notice,  1  may  add  that  1  have 
never  labored  harder,  never  with  equal 
pleasure  and  success,  never  saw  so  promising 
a  field,  nor  one  so  white  to  the  harvest,  so 
exciting,  nor  which  yielded  so  full,  glorious, 
present  results.  The  agents  and  delegates 
are  men  of  faith,  and  zeM  and  power ;  their 
hearts  are  in  their  work  ;  they  sacrifice  and 
teil  and  suffer  and  triumph.  I  thank  God 
for  permitting  me  to  share  in  these  great 
and  Nondexiul  efforts  and  successes,  I  hope 


the  Christian  Commission  will  not  only  not 
rest  npou  wbat  they  have  achieved,  nor  be 
satisfied  to  continue  efforts  upon  the  same 
scale  M  heretofore,  but  will  extend  their 
operations  and  multiply  their  agencies,  la¬ 
boring  on  in  zeal  and  hope,  until  not  only 
shall  the  army  be  evangelized,  but  the  whole 
land  be  wrapped  in  a  flame  of  penteoostal 
revival  and  salvation. 


the  sanitary  CONDinON  OF  NEW  YORK. 

The  duty  of  improving  the  sanitary  condi¬ 
tion  of  this  city,  was  the  theme  of  discourse 
in  several  of  our  pulpits  on  last  Sabbath, 
sermons  having  been  preached  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  by  Rev.  Drs.  Vermilye,  MoClintock,  and 
Thompson.  After  showing  that  it  is  the 
province  and  glory  of  Christianity  to  relieve 
human  want  and  suffering,  and  ,to  ally  it¬ 
self  with  all  philanthropic  movements  for  the 
improvement  of  the  social  condition  of  man, 
the  speakers  dwelt  at  length  upon  the  very 
large  yearly  mortality  in  this  city,  owing  to 
the  wretched  dwellings  in  which  the  poor 
are  obliged  to  live,  and  the  defective  sewage 
and  drainage  consequent  upon  the  mal-ad- 
ministration  of  the  city  government.  New 
York  is  far  more  favorably  situated  for  health 
than  either  Philadelphia,  Boston,  London, 
or  Liverpool,  and  yet  the  percentage  of  mor¬ 
tality  is  greater  in  it  than  in  any  of  them. 
While  that  of  London  is  one  in  forty,  Liver¬ 
pool  one  in  forty-four,  the  average  in  this 
city  has  reached  the  alarming  degree  of  one 
in  thirty-five  of  the  entire  population.  This 
high  ratio  of  mortality  is  directly  chargeable 
to  the  dirt  and  filth  of  the  streets,  which  in¬ 
vite  the  most  terrible  diseases,  and  to  the 
crowded  tenement  houses  in  which  so  large 
a  proportion  of  the  poor  live  in  squalor  and 
wretchedness,  and  the  miasma  arising  from 
open  sewers  and  bone-boiling  establish¬ 
ments,  slaughter  houses,  &o.  According  to 
a  late  report  of  the  City  Inspector,  over 
20,000  of  the  population  of  New  York  live 
in  underground  tenements,  inhaling  the 
noxious  odors  of  such  places;  and  it  was  safe 
to  say  that  at  least  nine  thousand  lives  were 
annually  sacrificed  from  these  variuns  causes, 
and  that  all  these  evils  might  be  remedied 
by  proper  action  on  the  part  of  our  citizens. 

But  to  effect  the  needed  reforms  it  was 
necessary  that  every  good  citizen  should  go 
actively  to  work,  and  let  his  influence  be  felt 
in  society  and  at  the  polls.  This  was  both 
a  Christian  as  well  as  a  political  duty,  and  if 
neglected,  they  were  to  blame  for  the  ter¬ 
rible  evils  nnder  which  the  city  suffered.  If 
they  bat  will  it,  they  can  place  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  city  again  in  the  hands 
of  capable  and  honest  men. 


An  historical  Sermon. — On  Sabbath  mcm- 
ing  last  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Booth,  D.D.,  of  the 
Mercer  street  Presbyterian  church,  preach¬ 
ed  to  a  large  and  much  interested  audience, 
a  discourse  founded  upon  the  2d  verse  of 
the  74th  Psalm,  appropriate  to  the  anniver¬ 
sary  (the  fourth)  of  his  pastorate  over  this 
honored  people.  And  as  this  occasion  cor¬ 
responds  in  point  of  time  with  the  inception 
of  the  Church,  more  than  thirty  years  ago — 
for  it  was  on  the  8th  of  March,  1833,  that 
a  company  of  seven  persons  met  by  agree¬ 
ment  at  the  bouse  of  Lowell  Holbrook,  to 
consider  the  best  means  for  providing  for 
the  religious  wants  of  the  fifteenth  ward— it 
was  both  natural  and  fitting  that  he  should 
pass  its  entire  history  in  profitable,  though 
necessarily  brief,  review.  It  was  most  truly 
remarked  that  in  some  respects  this  church 
has  made  for  itself  a  record  of  unusual  lus¬ 
tre,  and  has  exerted  an  influence  upon  the 
city,  its  denomination,  and  the  whole  king¬ 
dom  of  Christ,  which  will  be  felt  long  after 
those  who  established  it  have  passed  away. 
The  discourse  aimed  to  set  forth  the  general 
principles  and  oharacteiistics  which  have 
had  a  development  in  its  history — its  har¬ 
mony,  its  maintenance  of  the  privileges  ef 
the  sanctuary  for  the  specific  end  of  spirit¬ 
ual  improvement,  the  prominence  of  doc¬ 
trinal  preaching,  the  abiding  influence  of 
the  Spirit,  the  fact  that  this  church  has  been 
singularly  favored  in  the  possession  of  a 
large  number  of  Christians  who  have  been 
eminent  for  their  natural  and  spiritual  gifts 

_ rather  than  to  spread  out  the  incidents  of 

its  progress. 

Under  this  last  head,  was  flrst  mentioned 
the  honored  name  of  an  Elder  to  whom 
“  the  church  has  probably  been  more  in¬ 
debted  for  its  spiritual  prosperity  than  to 
any  flther  one  of  its  members  ” — the  late 
Jud£P  John  L  Mason.  Suitable  mention 
of  the  Phelpses,  father  and  son,  of  W. 
^  T^ii^on,  Geo.  P.  Shipman,  Peletiah 
Perit  Wm.  Curtis  Noyes,  Benjamin  F.  But¬ 
ler,  “  Father”  Francis  Markoe,  Wm.  G. 
UHll,iind  others,  was  made,  while  many  faces 
saddened  even  to  tears. 

benefactions  of  this  church  have  al- 
way8t>een  on  a  liberal  scale.  Thus  the  first 
lien  fears  of  its  existence,  and  when  its 
baling  expenses  were  of  course  heavy,  the 
plats  collections  for  Foreign  and  Home  Mis- 
sioninnd  kindred  objects  amounted  to  $53,- 
620.  ^^e  second  decade  more  than  doubled 
this  inm,  the  amount  being  $112,091,  and 
the  |drd  $92,455.  And  this  total  of  $258,- 
166  ioes  not  include  large  private  contribu- 
tionl  to  the  same  objects,  which  would  more 
than  double  it.  The  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  with  which  the  now  venerable  first 
pastor,  Dr.  Skinner,  is  still  connected,  was 
the  child  of  this  church.  From  the  time  of 
its  organization  in  the  Fall  of  1835,  to  the 
commencement  of  the  present  year,  tue 
whole  membership  of  the  churoh  has  been 
1562, •  of  whom  622  have  been  received  on 
profession  of  their  faith — an  average  of 
eighteen  yearly,  and  1040  have  been  received 
by  oertificate,  or  an  average  of  thirty-five 


yearly.  Daring  the  last  four  years  this 
average  has  been  fully  kept  up,  although 
more  than  one  hundred  members  have  been 
dismissed  to  the  Church  of  the  Covenant, 
under  the  care  of  Dr.  Prentiss,  a  former 
pastor  of  Mercer  Street  chnrch. 

We  can  but  rejoice,  in  common  with 
very  many  others,  that  this  honored 
church,  which,  notwithstanding  all  ohanges, 
never  had  a  larger,  and  on  the  whole  more 
desirable  and  accessible  population  within  a 
half  mile  of  its  doors  than  at  the  present 
time,  is  so  well  sustained  spiritually  and 
temporally,  though  we  regret,  with  its  pas¬ 
tor,  that  a  fund  was  not  provided  in  the  days 
of  its  abounding  prosperity  to  meet  the 
yearly  ground  rents  of  its  church  and  chapel. 
We  trust  measures  will  be  taken  to  provide 
for  these  without  unnecessary  delay,  though 
the  burden  is  yet  lightly  home. 


THE  SERVICE  OF  THE  RUSSO-GREEK  CHURCH 
AT  TRINITY  CHAPEL. 

To  the  Editors  of  Thx  Btamoixist  : — 

Bishop  Potter,  in  his  letter  consenting  to 
the  lending  of  Trinity  chapel  to  the  Greek 
priest  to  hold  service  for  the  benefit  of  his 
co-religionists,  says,  “  such  courtesies  might 
very  well  be  extended  without  pregudicing 
either  side  in  matters  that  may  affect  their  rela¬ 
tions  with  each  other," 

The  author  of  the  article  on  this  subject 
in  last  week’s  Evangelist,  says  that  such 
courtesies  would  not  be  extended  to  non- 
Episcopal  clergymen.  In  this  he  is  not  cor¬ 
rect,  for  this  same  Bishop  Potter  sanctioned 
the  use  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg’s  church 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Schaff,  in  holding  services 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Germans,  according  to 
Dr.  SchalTs  own  method  of  conducting  ser¬ 
vices.  The  same  writer  also  says,  “The 
Episcopal  chnrch  would  esteem  its  altars  de¬ 
filed,  and  even  its  pulpits  desecrated,  if  the 
services  were  conducted  by  a  Presbyterian,” 
Ac.  Now  does  not  this  writer  know,  or 
ought  he  not  to  know,  before  he  makes  such 
an  assertion,  that  Rev.  Drs.  Storrs  and 
Budington  have  lately  preached  in  Epis¬ 
copal  pulpits,  and  also  some  of  our  clergy  in 
non-Episcopal  pulpits  ? 

As  one  who  labors  and  prays  fer  Christian 
Unity,  I  am  always  grieved  when  certain 
ultra  ritualists  in  my  own  Chnrch  misrepre¬ 
sent  those  of  other  Churches,  and  when 
certain  writers  in  non-Epi:^ copul  churches 
misrepresent  us.  Until  a  better  spirit  pre¬ 
vails  with  those  who  write  for  tho  religions 
press,  Christian  Unity  will  not  be  much  ad¬ 
vanced.  AN  EPISCOr.rL  CLEEGXMAN. 

We  arc  sometimes  glad  to  be  rebuked.  We 
are  so  now.  So  far  from  taking  offence  at 
the  freedom  of  our  Episcopal  brother,  we 
are  pleased  with  his  frankness,  and  do  not 
doubt  that,  if  all  Episcopalians  were  men  of 
like  spirit,  there  would  be  no  cause  of  com¬ 
plaint.  But  does  he  really  mean  to  convey 
the  idea,  that  Episcopal  clergymen  are  just 
as  ready  to  open  their  churches  to  us,  and 
to  welcome  us  to  their  pulpits,  as  we  are  to 
welcome  them  to  ours  ?  Such  things  may 
occur  in  rare  cases.  Dr.  Muhlenberg  was 
permitted  to  invite  Dr.  Schaff  to  perform 
a  special  service  for  the  Germans.  Bat  Dr. 
Muhlenberg  is  such  an  apostle,  such  a  St. 
John  in  spirit,  that  even  the  stiffost  church¬ 
men  do  not  like  to  rebuke  him,*  although 
they  confess  that  he  is  not  quite  sound  on 
these  points.  But  did  Bishop  Potter  him¬ 
self  ever  volunteer  such  a  recognition  of 
Presbyterians  ?  He  received  the  Greek 
priest  as  a  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  and 
allowed  him  to  perform  service  in  Trinity 
^  cbapeL  i)  he  ever  invite  any  Presbyter¬ 
ian  minist  r  to  jtreach  in  that  place  ? 
He  need  not  go  to  Athens  or  Constantinople 
to  find  one.  He  has  a  neighbor,  who  would 
be  likely  to  respond  to  such  an  invita¬ 
tion.  Just  across  Madison  square  from 
Trinity  chapel  is  the  church  of  Dr.  Adams 
— a  man,  in  every  qualification  of  a  minister, 
in  learning,  eloquence  and  piety,  fully  the 
equal  of  Bishop  Potter.  Has  he  ever  receiv¬ 
ed  any  such  courtesy  ?  We  are  afraid  our 
worthy,  though  unknown  correspondent,  has 
judged  the  whole  Episcopal  body  by  himself, 
and  has  fondly  supposed  them  as  liberal  and 
charitable  as  he  appears  to  be.  We  can  only 
say,  we  have  never  found  it  so.

We  are  glad  to  learn  from  a  pri¬ 
vate  note,  that  he  is  deriving  benefit  to  bis 
health,  as  well  as  profit  and  instruction,  and 
trust  he  will  return  in  the  Spring  greatly  in¬ 
vigorated,  and  prepared  for  a  new  and  lon¬ 
ger  service  in  the  chnrch,  for  which  he  has 
labored  so  faithfully,  and  by  which  he  is  so 
much  beloved.

GAILJ' HAMILTON  ^AND  THE  NEW  YORK 
OBSERVER. 

Messrs.  Editors: — I  must  confess  to  soznv 
partiality  [forjthe  New  York  Observer,  II 
has  ^been  my  life-time  companion ;  I  wa  • 
brought'up  on  it,  and  when  I  reached  man  * 
estate,  succeeded  not  only  to  my  parent  a* 
subscription,  ^^bnt  to  their  respect  for  tli* 
teachings’  of  this  weekly  visitant.  And  in 
these  later  years,  when  my  connection  witli 
our  branch  of.the  Church  has  led  me  to  snl^ 
scribe  to  ThbJEvangelist,  I  have  never  feU 
that  I  could  give  up  the  Observer,  You  eaa 
understand  then,  how  hard  it  is  for  me  to 
find  fault  with  a  friend,  and  to  express  sqy 
mortification  and  regret  at  the  coarse  pax>- 
sued  by  the  Observer  toward  G  ail  TTaTnilt/^^ 
and  yourselves. 

To  misrepresent  the  teachings  of  the  book 
is  sufficiently  unfair,  but  the  attempt  to  hold 

yon  up— Christian  editors  and  gentlemen _ 

as  the  conservators  of  bad  morals,  is  so  re¬ 
volting  that  I  would  fain  take  the  garment 
and  go  backwards,  when  I  see  such  passiona 
where  I  had  only  looked  for  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit  —  gentleness,  loving-kindness,  char¬ 
ity. 

I  have  read  the  “New  Atmosphere  ”  with 
great  care,  prepared  by  the  criticism  of  the 
Observer  to  expect  many  things  which  would 
shock  my  sense  of  propriety.  I  believe  the 
general  tendency  of  the  book  is  good,  and 
very  good.  I  believe  that  no  Christian  man 
or  woman  can  read  it,  without  an  earnest 
desire  to  fulfil  the  law  of  love  more  perfectly 
henceforth  than  before.  I  believe  that  Gail 
Hamilton’s  idea  of  the  sanctity  of  the  mar^ 
riage  relation  is  more  exalted  than  that  of 
her  judges. 

There  are  some  paragraphs  which  I  wish 
she  had  not  written.  I  think  the  Observer- 
has  culled  them  all,  and  printed  them  threw 
times,  as  a  specimen  of  the  book.  Thej 
form  about  half  a  column .  Some  of  them 
are  the  outbursts  of  her  indignation,  and 
others,  taken  as  isolated  passages,  I  would 
not  attempt  to  excuse.  A  calmer  judgmenl ' 
would  have  omitted  or  modified  them,  but  if 
the  Editor  of  the  Observer  has  read  the  book 
—  and  otherwise  he  shonld  not  bring  such 
railing  accusation  —  he  knows  that  the 
doctrines  of  the  book  are  not  represented 
by  such  extracts.  She  claims  for  marriagw 
only  that  which  the  Bible  sanctions,  and  iw 
willing  to  abide  by  the  teachings  of  Paul. 

I  am  very  happy  in  my  married  life.  The 
domestic  jars  or  misunderstandings  counfr 
less  in  number,  than  the  years  which  my 
wife  and  I  have  been  journeying  together, 
bat  I  think  that  I  shall  be  more  tender  and 
considerate  for  having  read  this  book,  and 
realize  more  clearly  the  truth  that  a  husband 
ought  to  love  his  wife  even  as  Christ  the 
Church. 

My  old  friend  harps  upon  one  point, 
which  makes  me  fear  that  he  has  reached  his 
dotage,  for  how  otherwise  can  one  be  so  ob¬ 
tuse  ?  Our  authoress,  relating  an  incident, 
illustrating  want  of  care  and  thoughtfulness 
in  providing  for  woman’s  wants,  says  with 
keen  sarcasm,  “but  this  was  sixty  or  seventy 
years  ago,  my  young  friends,”  as  though 
such  .things  could  not  happen  in  our  day. 
The  Observer,  not  seeing  the  blade,  grasps 
the  plain  assertion,  and  wisely  tells  us  that 
Gail  Hamilton  is  seventy  years  of  age  —  re¬ 
ferring  to  chapter  and  verse.  Profound 
penetration !

German  Sabbath  Meeting  in  Cooper  Instituts.--  -- 
On  Sunday  evening,  the  12th  of  March,  the 
German  pastors  and  congregations  of  New 
Y"ork  united  in  a  meeting  in  Cooper  Institute^ 
for  the  promotion  of  the  better  observance 
of  Sunday  among  the  150,000  Germans  of 
this  city.  This  is  the  third  meeting  of  the 
kind,  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  New 
York  Sabbath  Committee,  and  apparently 
the  most  successful  of  aU.  The  hall  of  the 
Institute  was  crowded  by  a  respectable 
attentive  audience,  representing  all  the  lead¬ 
ing  German  denominations.  On  the  plat¬ 
form  a  number  of  English  pastors,  and  the 
members  and  laymen  of  different  denomina.- 
tions,  mingled  with  the  German  ministem.. 
The  exercises  consisted  of  prayer,  singings 
two  German  addresses  by  the  Rev.  D*. 
Schaff  and  Dr.  Schramm,  and  English  ad¬ 
dresses  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Adams,  Hitchcock, 
and  Prentiss  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
Mr.  Norman  White,  chairman  of  the  New 
York  Sabbath  Committee,  Dr.  Muhlenberg; 
of  St  Luke’s  Hospital,  and  others,  who  ex¬ 
pressed  their  cordial  sympathy  with  the 
moral  elevation  of  tlio  foreign  population. 
The  interest  was  kept  np  to  the  close,  at  10 
o’clock.  The  effect  of  the  singing,  especially 
of  Luther’s  “  A  tower  of  strength  our  God  is 
still,"  was  sublime  ;  and  the  result  of  such  » 
meeting  must  be  favorable  not  only  to  the 
peace  and  order  on  Sunday,  but  also  to  the 
great  process  of  national  and  social  amalga 
mation  now  going  on  on  this  continent. 

The  Receipts  of  the  American  Board. — A  note 
just  received  from  the  Home  Secretary  in¬ 
forms  us  that  the  operations  of  the  Board 
are  in  danger  of  being  seriously  embarrase- 
ed,  owing  to  the  failure  to  receive  anticipat¬ 
ed  receipts  for  the  last  six  months. 

I  “One-half  of  our  current  financial  year 
I  is  gone  ;  but  instead  of  receiving  one-half 
of  the  $600,000  voted  at  Worcester,  we  have  . 
received  less  than  one  third  ot  that  sum  ($186,- 
654).  Indeed,  the  donations  and  legacies 
have  advanced  only  $9,436  beyond  those  of 
last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  onr  expen^- 
tures  are  uniform  and  imperative.  Omit¬ 
tances  must  be  sent  to  the  missions,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  even  though  our  income  is insufficiesk

Wo  have  not  long  to  wait,  however,  for  a 
correct  version  of  this,  as  it  turns  out,  series 
of  encounters.  It  comes  by  way  of  Newbern 
thirty  miles  from  Kinston.  To  go  back  a 
little :  General  Schofield,  it  appears,  left  Wil¬ 
mington  on  Monday  of  last  week  for  the 
scene  of  conflict,  doubtless  after  having 
oommnmcated  with  General  Sherman.  For 
this  object  he  had  been  pnshing  his  forces 
up  the  Cape  Fear  river,  and  thus,  had  the 
latter  needed  his  assistance  or  cooperation 
at  any  point  south  of  or  near  to  that  river,  he 
oonld  have  rendered  it  with  perfect  facility. 
But,  instead  of  this  Gen.  Schofield  voyaged 
away  up  north  as  far  as  Newbern,  and  thence 
moved  ont  toward  Kinston,  ordering,  it 
would  seem,  a  good  part  of  his  Wilmington 
army  to  follow.  General  Cox’s  command 
was  in  front,  and  on  the  8th  the  head  of 
that  column  was  attacked  by  the  combined 
forces  of  the  enemy,  and  being  heavily  out¬ 
numbered,  sustain^  a  defeat  in  which  the 
Fifteenth  Connecticut  and  the  Seventeenth 
Massachusetts  lost  heavily  iu  pri.soner8.  The 
national  troops  were  under  the  immediate 
command  of  General  Cox,  though  General 
Schofield  was  on  the  ground  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  time.  The  fighting  com¬ 
menced  in  skirmishing  on  the  evening  of 
the  7th  inst.,  and  continued  on  different 
portions  of  the  lines,  with  occasional  inter¬ 
ruptions,  night  and  day,  up  to  the  evening 
of  the  10th,  being  at  times  of  the  most  se¬ 
vere  and  stubborn  character.  General  Cox’s 
men  were  intrenched,  aud  several  desperate 
but  unsuccessful  attempts  were  made  by  the 
rebels  to  drive  them  from  their  works,  which 
they  still  held,  within  three  miles  of  Kinston, 
on  the  morning  of  the  11th.  In  a  charge 
made  by  the  rebels  on  the  10th  they  were 
repulsed  with  severe  loss,  and  compelled  to 
leave  their  killed  and  wounded  on  the  field. 
General  Coach’s  division  of  Union  troops 
joined  Gen.  Cox  on  the  morning  of  the  11th 
insi,  and  it  was  toonght  that  another  b  ittle 
might  take  place  on  that  day,  though  there 
were  indioations  that  Bragg  would  fall  back 
to  the  north  side  of  the  Neuse  river.  During 
the  engagements  of  the  8th,  9tb,  and  lOto 
instant  nearly  two  thousand  rebels  were 
made  prisoners.  The  entire  Union  losses  in 
killed,  wounded,  and  captured  were  esti¬ 
mated  at  not  over  that  nnmber. 

This  news  is  of  importance  as  showing  the 
position  of  toe  commands  of  the  rebel  Gens. 
Hoke  and  D.  H.  Hill,  and,  it  is  said,  8.  D. 
Lee’s  corps  from  Hood’s  army.  Hoke  and 
Hill  are  commended  in  Gen.  Bragg’s  tele¬ 
gram  for  “exhibiting  their  acunstomed  gal¬ 
lantry.”  Gone.  Johnston  and  Beauregard  are 
doubtless  intervening  between  Gen.  Sher¬ 
man  and  Richmond,  farther  inland,  while 
Lieutenant  General  Wade  Hampton  oom- 
mands  the  rebel  cavalry  forces  iu  Sherman’s 
immediate  front.  February  24th  the  latter 
writes  to  Hampton,  notifying  him  that  our 
foraging  parties,  practising  a  “  war  right  as 
old  as  history,”  are  murdered  after  capture, 
and  labelled  “Death  to  Foragers.”  The 
letter  is  specific: — “  One  instance  of  a  Lieu¬ 
tenant  and  seven  men  near  Chesterville,  and 
another  of  twenty  ‘  near  a  ravine,  eighty  rods 
from  the  main  road,’ about  three  miles  from 
Feasterville.  I  have  ordered  a  similar 
nnmber  of  prisoners  iu  onr  hands  to  be  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  like  manner.”  Of  course  the 
rebel  General  blusters  a  good  deal  in  his 
reply,  charges  npon  onr  troops,  as  is  the 
custom,  when  it  is  necessary  to  palliate 
savagery,  every  sort  of  inhuman  excess,  and 
“begs  to  assure  you”  (Sherman),  that  for 
every  soldier  of  mine  (Hampton’s),  murder¬ 
ed  by  yon,  I  shall  have  executed  at  once  two 
of  yours,  giving,  in  all  cases,  preference  to 
any  officers  who  may  be  in  my  hands.” 
Further  on  he  says,  “I  have  direoted  my 
men  to  shoot  down  all  of  your  men  who  are 
caught  burning  houses”— even,  we  suppose, 
if  they  are  used  the  better  to  annoy  onr  army. 

It  may  be  that  General  Schofield,  finding 
HO  heavy  a  force  in  front  of  him,  will  delay 
his  movement  on  Goldsborongh,  but  if  Bragg 
holds  bis  ground  where  will  he  go  when 
Sherman  has  taken  Raleigh  f  The  actual 
position  of  General  Sherman  is  still  mattei^ 
of  oonjeotiire  to  some  extent,  but  there  can 
of  course  be  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
well  across  the  North  Carolina  line,  and 
steadily  advancing  northward. 

In  connection  with  this  more  enoonraging 
picture  of  the  Kinston  engagement,  we  have 
the  official  intelligence  of  a  highly  snocess- 
ful  aud  important  advance  by  General  Sheri¬ 
dan.  Not  content  with  bis  late  successes 
over  Early,  (thongh  he  did  not  take  him 
prisoner,  a.s  the  ornamental  telegram  had  it,) 
the  bold  Sheridan  has  just  been  engaged 
in  a  series  of  operations,  beginning  with 
the  capture  of  Charlottesville,  which  will  be 
of  immense  advantage  to  General  Grant  in 
prosecuting  his  complicated  plan  fur  the 
ridnction  of  Richmond.  It  seems  that  im¬ 
mediately  after  his  defeat  of  Early,  as  al¬ 
ready  stated,  he  pushed  forward  to  Char¬ 
lottesville,  which  was  snrrendered  without 
opposition.  From  thence  he  sent  a  division 
to  Soottsville,  ou  the  James  River,  witli  iu- 
structions  to  destroy  the  canal  which  rnns 
along  the  river,  and  which  has  been  the  chief 
medinm  for  conveying  supplies  to  Rich¬ 
mond.  This  work  was  so  thoroughly  ac¬ 
complished  that  the  canal  can  never  again 
be  made  available  to  the  rebels.  The  locks 
were  all  destroyed  for  a  great  distance,  the 
banks  in  many  places  were  cut,  the  water 
of  toe  river  was  turned  into  toe  canal,  and 
the  work  of  demolition  was  proseonted  as 
far  down  as  Dugnidsville,  a  point  abont 
twelve  miles  from  Lynohbnrg.  Bat  this 
was  not  alL  The  railroad  between  Char¬ 
lottesville  and  Lynohbnrg  was  destroyed 
for  a  considerable  distance  South  of  the  for¬ 
mer  point,  and  as  a  number  of  important 
bridges  were  burned,  the  line  cannot  easily 
be  restored  to  usefulness.  The  ulterior  ob¬ 
ject  of  this  movement  is  not  stated,  but 
Irom  the  foot  that  General  Sheridan  de¬ 
signed  to  cross  the  river  at  Dngnidsville,  it 
would  seem  that  his  purpose  was  to  cut 
the  railroad  oonneoting  Lynchburg  with 
Richmond,  and  p^ibly  to  strike  Borks- 
ville  Junctiou,  whioh  would  cut  off  both 
the  Lynchburg  and  the  Danville  road,  and 
completely  isolate  Richmond.  Barksville  is 
about  thirty-five  miles  from  Columbia — the 
point  on  the  James  river,  (in  Fluvanna 
county,  fifty  miles  west  of  RIehmonJ)  i'r.  m 
whence  Sheridan’s  dispatch  was  sent  Bat 
even  if  the  movement  accomplish  no  more, 
it  has  done  an  inoaloolable  injury  to  the 
rebel  cause.  The  destruction  of  the  canal 
is,  ot  itself,  a  deadly  blow  against  the  rebel 
army  in  Richmond,  and  must  be  severely 
felt  iu  the  restriction  of  supplies. 

Gun.  Shekuan  hbabd  fboh. — A  despatch 
dated  Washington,  at  noon  of  the  11th,  re¬ 
lieves  all  surmi.ses  as  to  the  whereaboats  of 
General  Sherman  and  his  army.  On  the 
8th  ha  was  at  Laurel  Etill,  larth  Oaralina, 
aud  to  nse  his  awn  words,  “  All  well,  and 
doing  finely.”  Laurel  Hill  is  a  small  post 
village  in  Richmond  County,  at  the  Western 
teroiinas  of  the  Charlotte  and  Wilmington 
Railroad.  It  is  about  eighty  miles  from 
Wilmington  and  thirty-five  from  Fayetteville 
— whioh  latter  plaoa  there  oan  scarcely  be  a 
doubt  he  has  occupied  ere  this.  This  tele¬ 


gram  says  nothing  about  another  defeat  of 
General  Kilpatrick,  allnded  to  in  Oensral 
Lee’s  second  despatch,  of  the  10th. 

GiLUfonn’s  forces  at  Charleston  are  not 
idle.  A  strong  oolnmn  has  been  sent  after 
Hardee,  and  following  np  the  line  of  the 
Florence  rente  may  ^ssibly  make  a  junotioM 
with  Sherman  near  Fayetteville. 

Moveuents  aoainst  Mosma. — To  break 
away  from  the  great  central  point  of  attrae- 
tion,  there  is  a  strong  probability  that  im 
of  an  important  Union  sneoess  will  soon 
received  from  a  quarter  whioh  latterly 
not  attracted  much  public  attention, 
was  reported,  some  months  ago,  that  Qen. 
Oanby  was  engaged  in  planning  a  land  ezpe- 
,  dition  for  the  purpose  of  operating  against 
{ Mobile,  in  oonjnnotion  with  the  fleet  which 
has  remained  there  ever  since  the  brilliant 
exploit  of  Farragut.  No  farther  informa¬ 
tion  oonoerning  this  expedition  was 
public,  subsequent  to  the  announoement, 
and  it  was  generally  supposed  that  the  project 
had  been  indefinitely  deferred.  From  latest 
advices,  however,  it  appears  that  the  original 
report  wa.<i  correct,  and  that  the  prepar^ions 
for  a  oombined  land  and  naval  attack  npon 
Mobile  were  quietly  but  steadily  proseouted. 
A  large  and  effective  force,  consisting  of  the 
army  corps  of  Gens.  A.  J.  Smith  and  Gor¬ 
don  Granger,  together  with  a  strong  cavalry 
column  under  Gen.  Kuipe,  are  now  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Mobile,  and  a  New 
Orleans  despatch  dated  the  1st  inst.  an- 
nonnees  that  Gen.  Canby  and  staff  bad  left 
that  city  for  Mobile,  for  the  purpose  of  tak¬ 
ing  command.  It  is  possible  that  the  attack 
has  already  been  made. 

The  rebels  have  no  adequate  force  with 
whioh  to  offer  battle.  The  city  garrison, 
according  to  their  own  admission,  is  com¬ 
posed  of  militia,  conscripts  and  negroee, 
who  cannot  be  depended  upon  in  a  oonteet 
with  Union  veterans.  They  have,  it  is  true, 
made  frantic  efforts  to  stir  up  a  spark  of  en¬ 
thusiasm  for  the  defence  of  the  city,  and 
their  papers  have  exhausted  their  stock  of 
rhetoric  in  appeals  to  che  laggard  and  luke¬ 
warm.  But  it  may  safely  be  surmised  thal 
the  days  of  Mobile,  as  a  rebel  city,  are  num¬ 
bered,  for  in  no  instance  daring  the  war  has 
a  oombined  land  and  naval  Union  force  tidi¬ 
ed  to  accomplish  its  purpose  iu  the  redoe- 
tion  of  a  oity.  The  capture  of  Mobile  will 
wrench  from  the  rebels  the  last  seaport  cite, 
with  the  exception  of  Galveston,  and 
leave  them  no  town  of  much  importanee, 
excepting  Richmond,  whioh  ia  not  safer 
than  Mobile.  Next  to  New  Orleans,  Ifoldle 
was,  before  the  war,  the  largest,  wealtldest, 
and  most  important  oity  in  the  Sonthem 
States. 

The  PoFuiiAR  Vote  nr  Tennessee  on  the 
oonstitational  amendment  was  oast  on  the 
22d  ultimo,  resulting  in  its  adoptioB  by  e 
heavy  majority.  The  Governor  proclaimed 
the  fact  on  the  27th.  His  proclamation  says  :

By  their  solemn  act  the  shackles 
are  struck  from  the  limbs  of  more  than  two 
hundred  and  seveuty-five  thousand  slaves. 
The  whole  social  system  is  reconstructed  on 
the  basis  of  honest  industry  and  personal 
worth.”

The  excellent  mother,  the  true  friend,  the 
devoted  Christian,  having  finished  the  work 
that  was  appointed  her  below,  has  gone  to 
the  rest  and  the  reward  of  the  faithful  above. 

Mrs.  Field's  early  home  wai  in 
Mass.,  where,  under  the  ministry  of  the  Rev! 
Dr.  Lyman,  she  made  a  publio  profession  of 
her  faith  in  Ohrist,  a  faith  proved  intelli¬ 
gent  and  sinoere  in  a  subsequent  life  bean- 
tifully  and  most  usefully  illustrative  of  the 
graces  whioh  eonstitute  aud  adorn  true 
Christian  oharaeter. 

Daring  the  last  fifty  years  she  has  redded 
in  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  and  in  all  the  relations 
sostained,  domestic,  social,  and  religio 
an  example  has  been  presented  and 
fluenoo  exerted,  whioh  furnish  oause  fd? 
vent  gratitnda  that  she  has  lived,  and 
heartfelt  sadness  that  she  is  dead.  The  nto- 
ber  in  attendance,  and  the  manifestations  of 
deep  personal  sorrow,  at  her  funeral  evinced 
how  much  she  was  respected  aud  loved  hr 
those  present  of  all  classes,  the  rich  and  the 
poor,  the  old  and  the  young.

church  of  the  Pilgrims  in  Brooklyn, 
Ber.  Dr.  Storrs’s,  was  crowded  on  Tneeday 
erening,  March  7th,  by  the  pastors  and  mem 
'bars  of  all  denominations,  to  express  their 
sympathy  for  two  converted  priests,  now 
ministers  of  the  Beformed  Church  of  Mexico, 
who  have  been  driven  from  their  country 
by  persecution. 

They  had  been  introduced  to  the  Brooklyn 
Christian  Union  a  short  time  previously, 
and  after  a  long  and  unreserved  interview,  a 
aommittee  was  appointed  to  call  a  public 
meeting.  Dr.  Leavitt  gave  an  account  of 
their  early  life,  as  Bomish  priests,  the 
gradual  ox>ening  of  their  eyes  to  the  abuses, 
heresies,  and  treasonable  projects  of  the 
bishops  and  higher  clergy,  their  recourse  to 
the  Bible,  and  their  preaching  and  wrestling 
for  the  pure  Gospel,  and  the  liberty  of  the 
people  to  read  it  The  Liberal  Government 
confiscated  the  convents,  but  secured  an  in- 
CMne  to  their  former  owners ;  but  the 
bishops  resisted  the  constitution  and  laws, 
and  were  exiled.  They  invited  the  French 
invasion  and  supported  the  Empire;  but 
have  become  disaffected  with  both, 
they  found  that  they  could  get  neither  their 
estates  nor  their  incomes. 

The  Constitution  also  guaranteed  perfect 
religious  liberty,  and  that  is  still  enjoyed 
in  the  ten  or  eleven  States  of  Mexico  which 
are  held  by  the  Liberals.  During  several 
years  before  the  invasion  many  curates,  in 
towns  and  country,  independently  preached 
reformed  doctrines,  and  after  they  had  be¬ 
come  known  to  each  other,  held  a  fornoal 
council  in  the  capital,  and  formed  “  The 
Mexican  Catholic  (or  General)  Church, 
which  repudiated  the  Pope,  and  declared 
lot  the  free  use  of  the  Spanish  Scriptures, 
and  the  marriage  of  the  priests.  The  people 
received  the  reformers  with  joy,  chose  them 
fer  their  curates  by  general  consent,  rejected 
their  old  Popish  priests,  with  their  un¬ 
christian  and  traitorous  doctrines  and  im 
moral  practices.  And  many  of  the  churches 
resounded  to  the  reformed  sermons.  The 
approach  of  the  French  army  drove  these 
two  priests  from  Tamanlipas  to  Brownsville, 
Texas,  where  they  labored,  with  American 
missionaries,  in  evangelizing  their  country¬ 
men,  until  the  retirement  of  our  Union 
troops,  when  they  proceeded  to  New  Orleans, 
and  thence  to  New  York,  bringing  strong 
recommendations  from  their  friends. 

They  desire  to  fraternize  with  all  orthodox 
denominations,  and  obtain  instruction  in 
the  truth ;  and  have  gained  the  confidence, 
respect,  and  affection  of  those  who  have  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  them.  Their  appear¬ 
ance  among  us^is  an  unprecedented  event. 
This  is  the  first  time  that  the  representatives 
oi  an  evangelical  Church  of  any  people  of 
the  Spanish  race  have  ever  been  presented 
to  North  American  Christians. 

One  of  the  priests.  Friar  N.  Orestes,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  assembly  in  Spanish,  with  great 
animation,  and  expressing  fine  thoughts  and 
sentiments,  which  few  of  the  audience  could 
fully  understand,  though  his  earnestness, 
solemnity,  and  warmth  of  feeling  were 
plainly  expressed  in  his  voice,  looks,  and 
gestures.  The  Bev.  Henry  Biley  gave  a 
brief  account  of  this  address,  as  he  after¬ 
wards  did  of  the  succeeding  one,  by  the 
other  priest,  Juan  Doming^uez,  which  was 
equally  distinguished  by  fine  oratorical 
character. 

Addresses  were  afterwards  made  by  the 
Bev.  Messrs.  Bobinson  of  the  Presbyterian 
Cfiiarch,  Dr.  Eels  of  the  Dutch  Beformed, 
Dr.  Hatfield  of  the  Methodist,  and  Dr. 
Campbell,  Secretary  of  the  American  and 
Foreign  Christian  Mission.  They  expressed 
de^  sympathy  with  the  interesting  foreign¬ 
ers,  and  warmly  recommended  them  to  the 
fraternal  interest  and  prayers  of  Christians, 
often  repeating  their  conviction  that  their 
cause  is  destined  to  be  regarded  with  strong 
interest  through  our  whole  country,  wherever 
it  shall  become  known. 

It  is  understood  that  a  vigorous  movement 
will  be  made  for  the  spiritual  reformation  of 
Mexico,  as  soon  as  the  Austrian,  Maxamilian, 
is  shaken  off  from  his  throne,  and  Louis 
Napoleon’s  troops  are  driven  from  the  third 
republic  which  he  has  violated  on  hypocrit¬ 
ical  pretexts. 

The  public  may  expect  a  compendious 
Eistoiy  of  the  Beformation  in  Mexico  in  a 
short  time,  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Orestes, 
which  he  has  nearly  completed,  and  which 
it  is  proposed  to  publish  in  Spanish  and 
English.  It  will  appear  from  it  that,  like 
Lather,  the  Mexican  priests  have  been  led 
by  the  abases  prevailing  among  the  clergy, 
to  resort  to  the  Bible,  and  confront  the  doc¬ 
trines  and  practices  of  their  superiors  with 
those  inculcated  by  Christ,  the  Apostles, 
and  the  primitive  Christians,  and  that  the 
resistance  made  to  the  general  reading  of 
the  Holy  Book  by  the  people  has  stimulated 
the  reformers  to  press  that  point  with  the 
greater  resolution.  It  will  also  appear  that, 
while  the  Gospel  is  not  acceptable  to  many 
•f  the  rich  and  powerful,  who  have  been  back¬ 
ward  in  following  the  preachers  of  the  re¬ 
formed  doctrines,  the  common  people  have 
heard  them  gladly.”  It  is  interesting  to  see 
how  confidently  these  Mexican  ministers 
rely  on  the  numerous  and  warm-hearted 
friends  in  the  middle  and  lower  walks  of 
life,  and  how  strong  they  feel  in  having  the 
people  with  them. 

Two  letters  were  read  from  Gen.  Thomas 
Moequera,  the  first  accepting  an  invitation 
to  attend  the  meeting,  though  he  was  to  sail 
for  Europe  the  next  morning ;  the  second, 
expressing  his  regret  that  unexpected  official 
business  would  deprive  him  of  that  pleasure. 
Gen.  Mosquera  has  recently  resigned  the  su 
preme  power  of  the  United  SUtts  of  Colom¬ 
bia,  after  a  struggle  of  three  years,  which 
ended  by  reducing  the  priests’  party  to  sub 
jection  to  the  laws ;  and  having  commenced

Escape  of  Kinionaries  from  Shipwreck. — Bev. 
Mr.  Gnlick  and  wife,  missionaries  in  China, 
embarked  on  the  Hamburg  schooner  AthUt, 
and  sailed  from  Hongkong  lor  Tientsin, 
Sept.  13th,  1864.  Their  progress  was  slow, 
owing  to  unfavorable  winds,  and  finally  a 
storm  came  on,  and  the  schooner  stranded  on 
“  Pratas  Shoal  ”,  160  miles  from  Hongkong, 
at  four  o’clock  in  the  morning  of  Sept  29th. 
The  crew  and  passengers  escaped,  in  the 
boat  &t  daylight,  saving  almost  nothing 
from  the  wreck.  The  anxiety,  suffering, 
suspense,  and  exposure  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gn- 
lick,  for  several  hours,  were  extreme.  The 
appearance  of  some  Chinese  junks  was  hailed 
with  doubtful  joy,  for  they  might  be  pirates, 
and  certainly  were  vreckers.  However,  the 
missionaries  were  taken  from  the  over¬ 
crowded  boat,  and  put  aboard  the  junk,  and 
there  very  kindly  treated  several  days ;  after 
which  the  junk,  filled  with  stuff  from  the 
wreck,  took  them  back  to  Hongkong.  The 
commander  of  the  junk  had  asked  a  thousand 
dollars  for  taking  crew  and  passengers  into 
port;  but  they  had  httle  money,  and  signed 
a  paper  agreeing  to  let  him  have  all  the 
plunder  he  had  secured  from  the  wreck — an 
arrangement  which  the  authorities  at  Hong¬ 
kong  were  disposed  to  interfere  with. 

—  William  S.  Key,  a  grandson  of  Francis 
S.  Key,  of  star  spangled  banner  fame,  died 
lately  in  the  Old  Capitol  Prison.  He  was  a 
rebel  soldier. 

—  A  daughter  of  John  C.  Breckinridge, 
who  has  been  attending  school  at  Louisville, 
Ey.,  is  to  be  sent  through  the  rebel  lines  to 
her  father. 

—  The  capture  of  Columbia,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  occurred  on  the  fourth  anniversary  of 
the  inauguration  of  Jeff.  Davis  as  President 
of  the  Confederate  States.  Its  burning  was 
an  accident 

—  J.  B.  Cook,  Deputy  Provost- Marshal 
for  Guernsey  County,  Ohio,  was  murdered 
on  Sunday  night,  5th.  The  murderers  are 
said  to  have  been  dressed  in  soldiers’  uniform, 
probably  deserters.  The  deceased  is  highly 
spoken  of  as  a  man  and  an  officer  of  irre¬ 
proachable  character. 

—  Henry  M.  Eddy,  son  of  Bev.  Dr.  Eddy 
of  Northampton,  Mass.,  and  an  onlerly  ser¬ 
geant  in  the  58th  Illinois  regiment  was 
drowned  twenty  miles  below  Memphis,  on 
the  15th  ult,  by  accidentally  falling  from 
the  deck  of  a  transport  into  the  river.  His 
age  was  28  years. 

—  Major-General  W.  H.  C.  Whiting,  who 
surrendered  Fort  Fisher  with  the  garrison 
to  General  Terry  and  Commodore  Porter, 
died  on  Friday  last  at  Governor’s  Island. 
He  was  about  forty  years  old,  and  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  graduate  of  West  Point  His 
funeral  took  place  at  Trinity  Church. 

—  Bev.  W.  Taylor,  formerly  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Episcopal  Church  in  California,  is  said 
to  be  making 'an  unusual  stir  among  the 
various  denominations  of  Sydney,  Australia, 
by  his  preaching  in  the  chapels,  and  his 
out  door  services.  Hundreds  have  been 
added  to  the  church  through  his  instru¬ 
mentality. 

—  By  a  mutual  understanding  among  the 
“Trades  Unions”  of  this  city,  the  wages  of 
masons,  plasterers,  Ac.,  were  advano^  on 
Saturday  to  $3  60  per  day,  and  stonecutters 
to  $4,  the  new  rate  to  take  effect  immedi¬ 
ately.  The  advance  for  carpenters  goes  into 
effect  April  Isi. 

_ The  Massachusetts  joint  legislative  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  subject  of  the  emigration  of 
young  women  to  the  West,  will  report  that 
it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate  upon  that  sub¬ 
ject  Bev.  Dr.  Worcester  of  Salem,  chair¬ 
man,  believes  that  the  low  rate  of  wages  for 
femMes  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  compe¬ 
tition  among  themselves,  and  that  the  sur¬ 
plus  of  women  exists  mainly  in  manufacturing 
towns.

The 
nationals  not  in  the  clearing-house,  and  reporting 
only  to  Washington  once  a  month,  carry  a  very 
large  and  profitable  line  ef  depomt&  The  exact 
amount,  says  tlie  T%met,  could  be  reported  weekly, 
as  well  08  moutbly,  if  these  baEks  weK  all  in  a 
common  clearing-house  with  the  old  establish¬ 
ments.  Such  an  arrangement  wonld  add  to  the 
interest  of  the  weekly  bank  statement,  which,  in 
its  present  partial  shape  is  iuconvenient  for  ref¬ 
erence  or  comparison. 

The  New  Siohetakt  of  the  Trsasuey. — Hugh 
McCulloch,  a  native  of  Kennebunk,  Me.,  bnt  for 
a  score  of  years  or  more  a  resident  of  Indiana, 
made  a  few  remarks  on  being  formally  congratu¬ 
lated  by  the  principal  officers  of  the  Treasury,  on 
the  morning  of  the  9th,  which  are  well  calculated 
to  secure  the  esteem  of  all  intelligent  men.  He  said 
the  position  was  unsolicited  and  uudesired,  and 
while  he  was  gtafeful  to  the  President  for  making 
him  his  financial  minister,  he  had  no  desire  to 
dispense  the  patronage  of  the  place,  nor  was  be  iu 
the  slightest  degree  elated  by  its  honors.  Further 
on  he  spoke  as  follows  :  “Ibave  confidence  in 
our  natural  resources,  and  in  the  steady,  unwa¬ 
vering  determination  of  the  loyal  people  of  the 
country,  irrespective  of  party,  to  preserve  the 
Union,  and  maintain  the  public  faith.  I  have 
confidence  that  the  people  will  cheerfully  furnish 
the  money  required  to  bring  the  war  to  a  success¬ 
ful  conclusion,  and  that  they  will  be  able  to  bear 
auy  burthens  that  have  been  or  may  be  created 
in  the  great  contest  which  the  Government  is 
waging  for  its  own  preservation.”  Again,  he 
said  :  “My  chief  aim  will,  of  course,  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  means  to  discharge  the  claims  upon  the 
Treasury  at  the  earliest  day  practicable,  and  to 
institute  measures  to  bring  the  business  of  the 
country  gradually  back  to  the  specie  basis,  a 
departure  from  which,  although  for  the  time 
being  a  necessity,  is  ne  less  damaging  and  de¬ 
moralizing  to  the  people  than  expensive  to  the 
Government.  But  while  these  will  be  the  main 
objects  with  me,  I  shall  not  be  unmindful  of 
the  importance  of  having  the  current  business  of 
the  department  conducted  with  fidelity  and  dis¬ 
patch.”
